I found the details of the "CORKEY" (Condenser-Operated Relay KEYer) in Volume 
5 of the ARRL's "Hints and Kinks" of 1954, pp. 67-69, by G. Franklin Montgomery 
W3FQB. It uses diodes made by prying apart a selenium rectifier stack (!) and 
two sensitive relays, 5000-ohm coil, by Struthers-Dunn, with adjustable spring 
tension and armature travel. The battery is a Burgess XX15E miniature 22.5V 
type.

Beware the brackets ) in the vertical lead down from the DASH contact - there is 
NO electrical connection to the horizontal lead from VR4. 


C1 - 20uF elco 

C2 - 25uF elco 

C3 - 2uF paper 

VRL - 10,000 ohm pot (Clarostat AM-30-V) - fast taper at zero end (think he 
means '‘log') 

R2 - 2k ohm, 0.5W 

R3 - 10,000 ohm, 0.5W 

VR4 - 25,000 ohm pot 

VR5 - 75,000 ohm pot 

K1, K2 sensitive relay, 5000 ohm coil 

CR1, CR2 selenium rectifier 


CR1+2 were made by splitting a 75mA selenium stack, two plates for CR1 and four 
for CR2 ! 


The adjustment of relay spring tension and contact space affect the setting up 
of pots R4 and R5 which serve to adjust dot and dash length respectively. 


The most difficult part is selecting C1 and C2, W3FQB chose his values for a 
dash twice as long as a dot. Elcos can change their capacitance if they have 
not been used for some time, and W3FQB recommended forming them by charging 
across a 25V supply for half an hour. 


W3FQB cited the following references: 


Harry Beecher "Electronic keying" QST April 1940 
F.A. Bartlett "Further advances in electronic-keyer design" QST October 1948 
Richard H. Turrin "Debugging the electronic bug" QST January 1950 


These contain the development of tube keyers and represented the state-of-the- 
art when W3FQB wrote his article. 


There. So now those who want a tubeless keyer WITHOUT the silicon chips can 
have one! There might be a problem finding the selenium rectifiers and maybe 
it would be criminal to pull one apart these days, aside from the toxicity of 
the stuff .

This may sound off the wall, but I think this is how I would approach the 
problem: 


I think I would use my thumbs to gently rub the foam and push it away from 
the paint. I'd probably want to remove the front panel first so I could 
get a better grip on it, BTW. 


You obviously don't want to remove any of the front panel paint. So how 
does my suggestion help? Paint, like most adhesive subtances has tremendous 
strength in shear, but little in tension. By rubbing in a direction 


parallel to the painted surface, you are setting up shear forces only and 
letting the paint have the best possible chance of keeping its adhesion 
intact. Also, your skin isn't particularly abrasive and isn't likely to 
damage the finish. 


After you have gotten as much of the foam removed as you can with this 
method, I'd be tempted to try something like Windex on a soft cloth to 
soften and remove any residual foam. The HT-37 finish doesn't react to 
Windex (at least the finish on my HT-37s didn't), so this should be a benign 
step at worst, and probably even useful. 


Good luck, and do post to the group your results.

I have been reading with interest the mail on cleaning boatanchors using 
household cleaners. Remember most cleaning solutions may use ammonia 
although an excellent cleaning chemical may be harmful to paints, decals, 
etc. I use ammonia from the bottle to spray my Collins sets when they are 
extremely dirty especially nicotined; however, be especially careful with 
this straight out of the bottle as it is highly toxic expecially when 


breathed. Use in a well ventilated area. Bottom line: is as some gentleman 
pointed out that you should read the label and test before using. 


My preference is ordinary liquid detergent that you wife uses to wash dishes. 
A little ammonia added may help to remove grime etc. Wash in plain water 
rather quickly after cleaning.

I have hesitated to post this because it could be a little hazardous. 
ONLY DO THIS OUTSIDE! 

I work at a large TV station. We have terrible air handling. Stuff gets 
incredibly dirty and some of it is very delicate (small bearings, lots 


of rotating parts), etc. 


I have two spray bottles (reusable pumper style), one filled with 409, 


one filled with isopropyl alcohol. 


I hose down everything with the 409 until it just runs with goo dripping 
off the gear. Then I thoroughly spray it down with the isopropyl. 


I'M NOT SURE WHAT A LOT OF EXPOSURE TO ISOPROPYL FUMES WOULD DO TO YOUR 
BRAIN CELLS...SO BE CAREFUL. 


The idea is that the 409 removes most of the surface goo. The isopropyl. 
a fairly mild solvent, both washes off the 409 (it can leave an ugly and 
possibly conductive residue [ I don't know what the conductivity of the 
409 is when dried] ), and it also washes some of the gunk out of the 
bearings and generally helps get read of greasy residue. 


Now, the alcohol is readily dried off with application of a small 4 inch 
muffin fan rigged up with a clip to blow across the gear at various angles. 
A clip light also helps by raising the temperature. 


I've never had any problems with damage to electronics from this. I use 
it on $50,000 VCRs, so I'm pretty happy with the method. The gear comes 
out looking like new. 


Sometimes for very heavy layers of gunk, a paintbrush helps during the 409 
stage, used to brush the gunk around and loosen it up a little. 


Also, like a mentioned in another post, a little AmourAll fixes up any 
plastic parts that lose their shine.

Ethanol or methanol (ethyl alcohol or methyl alcohol) might be a step better 
in that the amount of water in those alcohols is much less than isopropyl 
alcohol. Ethanol or methanol will absorb all but small trace amounts of 
water, and will not leave a watery residue on the surface. Best to blow off 
the surfaces with shop air, nitrogen, or a hair dryer/heat gun.

the local big drug store chains, Drug Emporium, and they usually cost 

less than $1.25...much less expensive than the spray cleaners that 

I get at my local electronics parts distributor...and I use this to clean 
chassis with instead of the TF stuff....if I need a slighty better degreasing 
action, I'll add a LITTLE windex....I also use little "acid" brushes 

to gently scrub the chassis with as I am cleaning them...I just let

had very good luck with it. In these days of EPA regulations and the 
reduction in availabilty (especiall in light of the prices charged!) 

of TF type solvents (I do have a tax number and a permit to buy and 

use the chlorinated flourocarbons) I feel that the 99% isopropanol is a good 
value...other alcohols are stronger, i.e., ethanol and methanol, but the 
prices charged for them and their ability to attack a larger range 

of materials make me worry about using them... 


I am currently scrubbing up some KWM2-A's that are real, real grungy 
(ex-Navy MARS units) and I use about 8 oz. of the alcohol per chassis... 
the TF solvents I used to use are about $1.00 an ounce, so 50 cents 
versus $8.00 a chassis is a decent saving...I still use the TF for 

the controls, etc.

Ethanol or methanol (ethyl alcohol or methyl alcohol) might be a step better 
in that the amount of water in those alcohols is much less than isopropyl 
alcohol. Ethanol or methanol will absorb all but small trace amounts of 
water, and will not leave a watery residue on the surface. Best to blow off 
the surfaces with shop air, nitrogen, or a hair dryer/heat gun.

Unfortunately the solvation properties of methanol and ethanol are quite 
different from isopropanol. Methanol is the most aggressive of this group 
with isopropanol being the least. All three mix readily with water. 


Methanol (methyl alcohol, wood alcohol) is commonly sold in paint stores 
and is also found in most automotive gas line dryers (but read the label 
since some dryers contain isopropanol instead). Ethanol (ethyl alcohol, 
grain alcohol) will be difficult to find in purities greater than 95% 
(high test drinking stuff with the remainder being water) unless it is 
denatured. This means some additional chemical or chemicals has been 
added to make it unfit for drinking. Over 400 denaturants are commonly 
used industrially but the most common one used in drug store ethanol is 
methyl-ethyl or methyl-isopropyl ketone. Either of these is aggressive to 
paint. 


Isopropanol (isopropyl alcohol, rubbing alcohol) is normally sold at the 
drug store in two forms. The most common is 70% with the remainder being 
water. The other, frequently used by diabetics to sterilize needles, 
etc. is 91%. 


Be careful using a heat source around any of these alcohols. All are 


quite flammable.

The posting on using Isopropol following 409 reminds me of a 
cleaning process that I once tried to transfer from a Research 
Division to an operating group. The process involved immersing 
parts in boiling Trichlor-something-or-other, followed by immersion 
in boiling Isopropol, followed by a deionized water rinse. 


The Research folks being too bright, but not necessarily safety 
cautious, did not think twice about setting up beakers of these solvents 
on hotplates and the heck with the safety hood. At least they 

did not use a Bunsen burner. 


I was a young engineer at the time and greatly admired the Research people. 
Heck, I *xwanted*x to work in Research, so I didn't see any problem either. 
An older, much more experienced, and wiser chemical engineer raised my 
consciousness for me. With a 16" naval gun. 


He informed me in terms readily understood, by even the brain damaged, 
of the flammability of alcohol vapor, and told me that there was no way 
that I was transferring that process as it stood. -x*Hex was not going 
to have any Alcohol fueled explosions in his manufacturing area. 

I don't remember how it worked out. We may well have gone for heating 
to some reduced temperature under safer conditions. 


Cutting to the chase, I *do not*x recommend any form of heating to 
force alcohol to evaporate more quickly. I *do not*x recommend any 
kind of fan close to the chassis, either, as a brush spark may 
ignite the fumes. Maybe our resident chemical expert can comment? 
Are you reading, Barry?

Yeah, those Command set plate caps CAN do a pretty good number. on ya if 
you get careless. Your brush reminded me of a memorable shock I got in almost 
the same way. 


I was running a homebrewed 813 rig (6AG7 xtal oscillator, 2E26 driver, and 
813 PA). While the rig was still under construction I was trying to get the 
neutralization capacitor set. Unfortunately, my mentor was a ham of the old 
school, who believed in adjusting these critters with the PA in operation 
(even tho he's a Silent Key now, his demise was NOT due to the pole pig bolted 
to the floor of the rack housing the transmitter with the four 4-400As in 
pushpull parallel!) 


Next, my design was such that in order to even get to the neutralization 
Capacitor it was necessary to run the rig without it's top shield cover. 


The biggie in this mess was allowing enthusiasm to get the better of me. I 
had finished construction at about midnight. I was not only working alone, but 
I was pretty sleepy too. I wanted to see the beast work before I went to bed. 


I agree with you; there HAS to be a supernatural force that looks out for 


teenage hams and other terminally foolish individuals. 
Actually, the shock was a trancendental experience. 


Going for the neutralization cap with a screwdriver, my thumb brushed 
against the 813 plate cap (Ep= 1300 VDC). There was no real pain (yet), and I 
noted with interest that there was an arc between the cap and the ball of my 
thumb. Everything seemed to be happening in slow motion. I looked down at the 
PA plate current meter, and noted that it was reading. A glance at the power 
supply showed the 816 mercury rectifiers to be getting brighter, just like 
they always did as current draw was increased .It seemed like it took a few 
seconds for the concept to sink in that the current being drawn was being 
drawn by ME! 


I felt no panic or any reason for undue haste, but it occured to me that 
this situation wasn't a desirable state of affairs, and that I ought to (A) 
let go of the grounded chassis and (B) pull my other hand the hell out of the 
PA compartment! So I did. 


I regretted this action almost immediately. While the juice was flowing I 
felt no particular discomfort, but when I pulled my now smoking thumb out of 
the rig it hurt like hell! There was a crater of charred flesh in it; the 
point of contact was literally burned to ash.

Hi Fellow BA'ers 


We've had a number of tips on various products to use on various radios to 
restore the finish, the knobs, plastics, and so on. I'm always scared by the 
use of any product that says "don't use on painted surfaces" "prolonged use 
can cause skin irritation or burns" 

"this product may cause discoloration of certain plastics or painted 


surfaces". 
This gear that we work on was made before the chemical industry came out with 
elbow grease in a can or jar. Johnson paint is Very fragile. Heath paint 
will bleach right out. Aluminum chassis exposed to strong alkali cleaners 
[409 or fantastik] can lose it's anodize and start to corrode over time. 
Silscreening was often done with inks that will dissolve under certain 
conditons[try that on your Drake chassis]. Even industrial based hand 
cleaners have solvents in them, such as mineral spirits, that can soften dial 
markings and the like. Acetate plastics will discolor when exposed to 
certain chemicals. . The problem with all of this is that often the damage 
doesn't become apparent for a few days to weeks or longer. Or if'n your real 
lucky, you'll clean something up, and then the next time you dust it off or 
wipe it off it takes some of the radio with it. I've even found that hot 
water will destroy dial markings on certain plastics or glass. 

The ONLY thing I've ever found that will not damage most things is 
Murphy's Oil soap in the spray bottle. Not the stuff in the jar, it's too 
strong. Notice I said most things. It';s best to test someting in an 
inconspicuous spot first before you clean the whole thing. That's how I 
found out about dial glass markings. If your rag or cloth comes away the 
same color as what your working on It's too strong. If you use, for example, 
409 on your Drake cabinet you wont hurt a thing, it's epoxy paint on the 
cabinet. The only way to get it off is to sandblast. put the same stuff on 
a well faded Johnson Ranger 1 and you'll have a hole in the paint where you 
were rubbing. That's why I like Murphy's products. It was designed to clean 
of the dirt and leave the fragile lacquer or varnish finish behind. It works 
well on any painted surface i've tried it on, on the chassis, cleans the 
parts, doesn't corrode or damage the switch parts, etc. 

Guess I've gone on long enough.

It, like Thermos (tm), has become so synonymous with a 
particular product that All vacuum bottles [or silicon carbide] are called 
Thexrmoses [or Carborundum]. 


Ruby, sapphire and -xcorundum*x are all aluminum oxides which are very hard 
and have differing amounts of impurities which affect their color.

Sorry about the bandwidth here, but you may find this interesting. While it 
doesn't involve BAs and/or tubes, my own ‘'zap' experience taught me a 
lesson. Many years ago I was earning my living as an electrician. This was 
in southern Minnesota, and our crew was called out to a farm to bury a new 


440 VAC feed from the yardpole to the milkhouse. The farmer had 40 head of 
Holsteins, and also had a big grain operation, and where there's grain there 
are the inevitable rodents; they had gotten underground and gnawed through 
the insulation on the existing buried wires... cheaper to just trench and bury 
new wires than try to dig up and splice the old ones. We buried 4/0 cable, 
two hots plus neutral, and in cable size that big the insulation is black (only), 
so we taped the neutral to identify it. It had been raining for several days so 
everything was muddy, and in pulling the cables from the trench up the 

conduit into the breaker box by the milkhouse the white tape we'd put on the 
neutral somehow got torn off; but two of the cable ends were dirty and one 
still was clean, so we 'knew' which was the neutral. After cleaning things up 
and connecting everything, one of us went over to the the main switchbox at 
the yardpole and threw it on. The cows had been outside in the yard behind 
the barn, standing in about 6" of muck while we did our work; the instant we 
turned on the power, every single cow started bellowing... it was the most 
amazing sound, like an incredible bovine choir, and they didn't stop. We 

were dumbfounded and didn't realize what was happening right away, and 

after a few seconds some of the cows started falling to their knees. The 
farmer came running out of his house, yelling ‘what's going on?' or words to 
that effect, and ‘shut it off!' We did, the bellowing stopped, and the cows 
slowly came back to their feet, most of them shaking their heads like they 
were trying to shake away a hangover.

These probably are headers. The glass-to-metal seal is preassembled, and 
it only made sense for tube manufacturers to make or buy headers in bulk for 
all the different types of tubes made with a given number of pins, then weld 
any particular element structure onto the wires. The glass envelope then 
would be sealed to the perimeter of the header, and then the tube would be 
exhausted, heated, gettered and sealed. Metal headers also were made, 
with small glass seals around the pins, used for things like sealed relays.

Ahoy, 

Here's a topic I actually know something about. 

TOXICOLOGY 101: The dose IS the poison. 

Whether or not the stuff is a carcinogen is only half of the 
equation. You also need to ask yourself is how much are you exposed to the 
stuff. A class-A carcinogen (the nastiest of nasties) poses little risk if 
you are not exposed to the substance. Conversely, a relatively benign 
chemical (class-C or D) can pose big risks if you are routinely exposed to 
it over a great passage of time. 

I use the Radio Shack stuff. Even tho I can buy it today over the 
counter, that certainly doesn't make the material "safe." (In life, there 
really is no such thing a safe, only degrees of risk.) And I'ma mite 
obsessive so I never use it indoors. That means lugging my 75A-3 or NC-300 
down one flight of steps and into 20-below weather just to clean out a 
noisey pot, but it's worth the peace of mind (and the quiet pot). 

Oh yeah, spray down wind. Whatever the chemical, prevent 
exposure...for today's user-friendly chemical may be scrutinized next year 
on 60-Minutes as a culprit agent.
